Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 9-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record either singularly or in combination failed to anticipate or render obvious the 
limitations of having regions of the fill volume with lower specific elastic modules fill 
material overlying the second interconnect levels connection sites as required by claim 
9 and dispensing at least a second fill material, having a specific elastic modulus 
greater than about 5 GPa, within the second fill zone area on the first surface of the 
package substrate as required by claim 20.
